For the same reason that 
the black race must be politically free in order 
to have peace, he has contended that the 
white race must glso be free. That for the 
same reason we have not hanged rebels, we 
must bring them and their descendants to us as 
freemen and countrymen. That for the same 


political equality, we must restore the indi- 
viduals of these States to political equality. 
He has from first to last contended that univer- 
sal suffrage and. universal amnesty should go 
hand in band, that the citizens of the great Re- 
public might truthfully say that there was not a 
slave or a pariah, black or white, in all the 
The same personal honesty and fidelity which 
he has shown in his own relations with other 
men he has demanded shall be enforced by 
all public officers in their relations with the 
people they serve.
